The  women's  softball  team  excelled  all  teams  in  Illinois  and  won  the 
right  to  represent  the  state  at  the  national  junior  college  tournament 
last  spring. 

Although  they  were  eliminated  in  the  national  (ending  up  with  a  tie 
for  sixth),  the  Crusaders  ended  the  '77  season  as  champions  of  Region 
IV,  which  includes  all  community  colleges  in  the  state.  It  was  the  first 
year  Region  IV  had  held  a  tournament.  About  30  Illinois  junior  colleges 
field  intercollegiate  teams. 

Within  a  six  week  period,  the  Crusaders  played  32  games  and  won  19 
of  them.  Although  SRC  has  had  a  women's  team  for  eight  years, 
interest  in  the  sport  has  increased  greatly  in  the  last  three  years, 
according  to  "Sandy"  Weeks,  who  has  been  the  squad's  only  coach 
through  the  years.
